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RF.M ARKS/ ARGUMENTS 

Claims 2-11, 13, 18 and 20 are pending in the application. Claims 1, 12, 14-17, 19 and 
21-24 have previously been cancelled. Claims 2, 4, 11, and 18 have been amended. 

Claims 2-8, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 8 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 5,644,753 to Ebrahim et ai. (hereinafter "Ebrahim")- Claims 9-10 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Ebrahim et al., U.S. Patent No. 
5,644,753 (hereinafter "Ebrahim"). 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 2-8, 1 1, 13, 18, and 20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ebrahim. Independent claims 2, 4, 1 1, and 18 have been amended to include a 
further limitation of selectively partitioning the resource and having the mask control access to 
the partitions. Ebrahim teaches maintaining cache coherence with a duplicate cache tag 
architecture. See column 1, lines 48-60. It does not teach using an access controller to control 
access to the selectively partitioned elements of a resource, as does applicants' invention. 
Therefore, applicants respectfully request that the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) be 
withdrawn. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Ebrahim, in 
view of Arimilli. In view of the amendments to independent claim 4, dependent claims 9 and 10 
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are now allowable as depending from an allowable independent claim, and applicants, therefore, 
respectfully request that the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) be withdrawn.
